OTHERS MAKING RAPID PREPARATIONS 
TO MOVE. 


Terrer Reigns Throughoat the Dis‘ric‘s 
InBiablied by the Wemen ef In- 
fame—Detectives Working Every 
Clew, Eut the Mysterieus Murderer Is 
Stillat Large-—Richard Demady Ko- 
leased on Bend-Specuiation. 


DENVER, Colo., Nov. 15.—Although 
many detectives are working upon the 
Market street strangle cases, the strang- 
ler is still at large, ind the terror-Stricken 
female denizens of the row to which oper- 
ations have been confined are making rapid 
preparations to move. Several have already 


left the city. 

As stated in former telegrams to the 
„Post- Dispatch,“ the Denver police have 
learned of the existence of a peculiar so- 
ciety among the French Macquereaux of 
Denver. Just how far-reaching this pecu- 
liar organization is no one seems to be able 
to tell. It is thought that it is national in 
scope and includes all of the principal 
cities of this country and possibly Lon- 
don and Paris as well. They possess a 
power which has succeeded in blecking the 
efforts of the police officers in the past, 
and which seems to prevent all attempts 
to ferret out crime from being accom- 
plished. 

The society goes by the rather sentimen- 
tal title of Les Chevaliers d' Amour,“ and 
its membership is confined to the French 
Macquereaux exclusively. The society is 
said to be organized for self-protection. Its 
members, by oaths of the most fearful na- 
ture, bind ghemselves to stand by each 
other in all emergencies, and particularly 
in criminal affairs. Violations of the rules 
of the order result in instant death, and ail 
secretly combine to prevent detection and 
defy prosecution. Their rule is through 
fear. 

A Macquereau is a man who lives upon 
the profits of his mistress. In many in- 
stances he imports several French women 
of generally youthful appearance, whom 
he treats as abject slaves. He looks after 
them when they are in trouble, through his 
| organization, pretects them from violence 
‘at the hands of the law or from their vis- 
ſtors, and robs them of about all their in- 
gotten gains. These women live in the 
liveliest fear of the Macquereaux. They 
dare do nothing to arouse the jealousy or 
enmity of any member of the order. 

If one of the women escapes, she is fol- 
lowed and persecuted until she sues for 
peace. Even if she goes to another town 
there is no estape. The members there will 
seek her out and make her life @ burden. 
Tf she still persists in her refusal to submit 
to the dictations of her master the pun- 
ishment is death. She may herself commit 
suicide as the only refuge, or she may be 
the victim of one of those mysterious mur- 
ders that have not been infrequent among 
people of that class in all the large cities. 

One theory. of the police is that Dick 
Demady, a French Macquereau, who was 
arrested on suspicion and released on bond 
of $1,000, is the strangler. His character is 
one of the worst. He is one of the most 
depraved of his class. For over twenty 
years he has been hanging around Sa- 
loons and houses of ill-fame in New Yorw« 
and in Denver until he has lost his rea- 
8 


on. 

The first crime certainly implicates him, 
He had a motive in wishing to rid him- 
self of the Tapper woman. 

The fact that Marie for a time lived in 
the next house to the Tapper woman and 
was there at the time of the first murder 
gives rise to the theory that Demady 
feared that in her intimacy with her latest 
lover, Tony Sanders, a police messenger, 
she might tell him of her knowledge of the 
Tapper affair. Here was a motive for her 
death, though she had moved to another 
house. The last murder may have been 
committed by Demady to throw suspicion 
from him. But Demady laughs at the 
police,

“As to operations in the near future. 1 
Know that the Chinese Government strong- 
ly desires to avoid humiliation in negotia- 
ting with Japan, and if the national pride 
is too ceremoniously affronted I do not 
think the war will end very soon. China 
cares very little for Corea, but the Coreans 
during 3,000 years have drawn all their civi- 
lization, official counsellors, literature and 
art from China and look upon that nation 
almost as a mother country. China is will- 
ing that Corea should become independent 
and be self-governing, and I think the 
Chinese Government would willingly pay 
an indemnity to Japan, but the opinion is 
conjectural. 

„The war has made no impression on the 
Chinese people, few of themgknow a war 
has been in progress, and most of them 
care nothing about the matter. In Japan 
the chance of war was seized upon as a 
political move which might confirm the. 
present Mikado and his immediate friends 
of the Satsuma, Choshu and Josa Claus 
in power.

CLEVELAND, O., Nov. 15.—The senti- 
mental improvement in the iron trade re- 
sulting from the election has not devel- 
oped into anything more tangible yet.

Bessemer has been offered at 
$10 in the Valley or $10.65 Pittsburg, and 
brokers’ offers are on a basis of $10.50 Pitts- 
burg. It would appear that the advance 
in Bessemer three weeks ago has been lost 
and that the market has gone to the lowest 
point since the coke strike. 

The market for foundry iron gives little 
present encouragement to hopes of an ad- 
vance. Reports still come of low Southern 
iron at Eastern points and cheap water 
freights have assisted producers in getting 
into seaboard markets. Structural work 
is a lessening factor in the market and the 
requirement of sheet and tin plate mills 
have been very light, the latter being prac- 
tically nothing for six weeks.

LONDON, Nov. 15.—The English divorce 
court has recently obtained unenviable no- 
toriety for permitting its processes to be 
abused to shield aristocratic people from 
publicity.

But without 
any notice in court it was taken out of its 
turn with the result stated. 

The lady, who is the daughter of W. 
Fitzgerald of Litchfield, Conn., and of 
New Tork. married Lord Edmond Fitz 
maurice in 1889. The suit was undefended 
the allegation being that the marriage 
never was consummated. 

Lord Edmond is the only brother of the 
Marquis of Landsdowne, late Viceroy of 
India, and was Under Secretary of For- 
eign Affairs in Gladstone’s 1880 govern- 
ment. He recently tried to re-enter Par- 
liament, but the Liberal party managers 
discountenanced his candidacy, as it now 
appears, because this suit was known in 
aristocratic circles to be pending. 

Though there is nothing disgraceful in 
the ground for divorce, great indignation 
is felt here that it should be. possible to 
rush cases secretly through the divorce 
court in such fashion.

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THE NATIONAL LEAGUE. 


Scheme Eprung to Throw Down the 
western (labs. 


The Eastern magnates sprung a surprise 
on their unwary Western associates at the 
opening session of the League, by propos- 
ing a change in the system of dividing the 
gate receipts. According to the proposal 
each club will return 90 per cent of the gate 
receipts,paying th other 10 per cent to the 
visitors, and each visiting club will have a 
guarantee of $200 at least for each game. 
Under the present system 10 pér cent of 
the gate receints are taken out for the 
League’s sinking fund, and then the bal- 
ance is divided share and share alike. Bach 
club gets its own grand stand receipts, ex- 
cept Philadelphia, which divides with clubs 
at home and abroad on a basis of gross 
receipts. This measure ‘will come up for 
further consideration to-day. If adopted it 
will result in the death of the twelve-club 
league, as Louisville and some other West- 
ern clubs cannot live up to the terms. The 
St. Louis club would also be seriously al- 
fected. It is significant in this connection 
that Harry Von der Horst of the Baltimore 
Club said when the Orioles were re on 
their last trip that his club had been paid 
more money at St. Louis than at Boston. 

The principal ‘kickers are the New York, 
Phitadelphia and Boston clubs, none of 
which play Sunday games—the principal 
source of revenue to the Western clubs, It 
is also rumored that an eight-club league 
will be the result. Others say there will 
be an Eastern and Western league. If the 
proposed change fn the manner of dividing 
the gate receipts is adopted, each club will 
stand on its own bottom. As now arranged 
the Eastern clubs have contributed greatly 
toward the support of the Western clubs. 

Ten-day notices no longer have a string 
attached to them. At-the expiration of the 
ten days any club’ may contract with the 
player so released. This does away) with 
the frequent bluffs made by magnates last 
season. It was also determined that in 
case of an unfinished game, it may be 
played off on the grounds of the visiting 
club, provided the home club has no open 
date on which it ean be played. 

The reports of the financial affairs of the 
League were the most satisfactory for 
years. President N. E. Young was re- 
elected.

MISSING MEN. 


Ne Trace Feund ef Commercial Traveler 
Kerngeed. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 15.—No trace of the 
fate or whereabouts of Jacob S. Kerngood 
have come to his friends in this city. Mr. 
Kerngood is known to nearly every com- 
mercial traveler in the East and West. He 
was on' his way home from a four-weeks’ 
business trip through the West, retired to 


his berth in the Wagner car Raritan, when 
the Michigan Central train he was aboard 
was near St. Thomas, Ontario, at 10 
o'clock last Friday night. When the porter 
went to the man’s berth to arouse him at 8 
2 the following morning, he had van- 
ished. 

Mr. Kerngood is in the employ of B. L. 
Price & Co., wholesale clothiers, at 170 
Greene street, this city, and his home is 
at No. 151 East Eighty-ninth street, where 
his wife and two children now are tie 
left this city on Oct. 9, made stops at sev- 
eral places, and a week ago to-day reached 
Omaha, Neb., the end of his journey. His 
letters home had been affectionate and 
happy. On Friday he sent the following 
telegram to his wife: 

1 leave to-day by Chicago express. Meet 
me at the Grand Central Depot at 1:40 
Saturday afternoon, We will enjoy your 
birthday together.“ 

Mr. Kerngood’s trip from Omaha to St. 
Thomas was uneventful. He was of a 
congenial nature, and soon formed several 
acquaintances, with whom he played cards 
and smoked until 9:30 o'clock Friday night. 
Then he announced his desire to retire. 
Caling Porter. Collins he gave instructions 
to be called at 8 o’clock the next morning. 

“The gentleman was in fine humor,“ said 
Collins, in telling of the conversation af- 
terward to the officials of the road, and 
passed several jokes with me. I noticed 
that he wore a dressing-gown, a smoking- 
cap and a pair of silppers. Finally he 
yawned, said he was very tired and went 
to his berth.“ 

Collins had occasion twice that night to 
convey water to the passengers in the 
Raritan. There was no movement that he 
noticed in Mr. Kerngood’s berth. The 
train bounded along, stopped for a few min- 
utes in Buffalo, passed through Rochester 
at 2 o’clock in the morning, and hauled into 
Syracuse at the hour when Mr. Kerngood 
had desired to be awakened. 

Many of the passengers were stirring 
when Collins thrust his hand behind the 
curtains of Mr. Kerngood’s berth to wake 
him. He touched a bed which had no occu- 
pant. Then hastily gazing within, he 
looked in vain for the traveler. The bed 
was rumpled and had undoubtedly been 
slept in, but there were no other indications 
of the man. 

Mrs. Kerngood was at the Grand Central 
Station at the appointed hour to meet her 
husband. She looked in vain for him 
among the disembarking travelers, and 
then returned home, wondering at his non- 
apearanre, She told her brother-in-law, 
Eugene E. Sonneborn, who lives in the same 
house, of her disappointment, and he imme- 
diately started out to investigate. The 
Story of the strange disappearance was 
learned from the railroad offictals. 

The first theory which presented itself 
was that the missing man had walked from 
the car in his sleep. This assumption was 
declared impossible by Porter Collins, who 
said he had kept too close a watch — 
the traveler. But the railroad company im- 
mediately ordered a patrol of the tracks 
between St. Thomas and Syracuse. The 
search was futile, although conducted 80 
thoroughly that several sheets of water 
were dragged im the fear that the man 
dropped from the car and been crowned.

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Furnished by the foundation of the autumn 
‘Grand Prix, at which the President ap- 
peared in such gorgeous state that society 
.. tongues have been wagging ever since. 
There were crowds of people at Long- 
champs and crowds all along the route. 
The one absorbing object was to see the 
President's turnout. The races were of 
minor importance, more so as an English 
hhorse was the winner, France being espe- 
Clally edgewise at this moment as respects 
her neighbor. Moreover, Clemenceau's 
latest literary bit contains this sentence in 
summing up comparisons between the two 
countries: What is England? A French 
colony gone wrong.“ This is not calculated 
to engender affection for France on the 
part of England, and we await remarks 
from the Times.“ 

The Presidential carriage, the four su- 
perb bays, the postilions a la daumont— 
these are still keeping their hold on the 
public mind and have even got themselves 
into politics. It is another instance of 
the man who tried to please everybody 


and pleased nobody. 

To instance. For weeks past paragraphs 
have appeared in various Paris newspapers 
giving hints of the splendors with which 
affairs at the Elysee were to be conducted. 
Jewels, laces, fine equipages, service and 
furniture and other fripperies were sug- 

sted. New devices and contrivances were 
inted at. Of course the object desired was 
effected. Shopkeepers, manufacturers, ar- 
tisans in jewels laces and fine belongings 
believed that nothing less than the pomps 
of the Third Empire were to be observed. 
They fancied that the Elysee would be gay 
with the gayety and splendid with the 
splendor of the last Napoleon. The pos- 

‘tilions a la daumont were at the time 
hinted at, and many other matters calcu- 
lated to make glad the heart of the Paris 

rtisan and shopkeeper. 

eral this time the President was lingering 
en villagiature (as the French are fond of 
putting it) at his country place, receiving 
delegations, giving breakfasts, feting the 
country folk and enjoying his family. For 
the President 7 undoubtedly a family man 
to an especial degree. 

But the Grand Prix brought him before 
the public, and the verdict is that France 
has a President who may be called chic. 

When Casimir-Perier had arrived at 
Longehamps, the two footmen had sprung 10 
the — Mme. Casimir-Perier, in black 
velvet and jet, had descended, and the 
President had mounted the platform, the 
crowd was so overcome that it forgot to 
shout, Vive Casimir-Perier!” 

Whereupon some newspapers announced 
next morning the fact that the new Presi- 
dent is unpopular. It was recalled by some 
that cries of “Vive Grevy!’ and “Vive 
Mac Mahon!“ did not fill the air in their 
day nor was Vive Carnot!“ often heard on 
public occasions. Francis Maquard telis us 
that the sflence of the crowd on Sunday 
was nothing abnormal, and wisely adds 
that the essential thing is that the sym- 
pathy of the law-abiding people shall aid 
the President in enduring the ennui of a 

fimctio that some are going to devote 

hemse ves to making as disagreeable as 
possible. 

It is plair.ly to be seen that the President 
is doing ali in his power to please on all 
sides. But he displeases one faction by 
his wealth, which he isn’t to blame for, 
since he inherited it. He excites comments 
on other sides because he indulges in fre- 
quent outings on foot, for he is fond of 
long walks, and these constitutionals, taken 
in the Bois, sometimes even on the boule- 
vards, furnish cause for the charge of 
affecting to be democratic. Meeting a wed- 
ding party in the Bois and being recog- 
nized by the effusive mother-in-law, he 
replied in a few kindly words. The incident 
provokes mirth. Had he ignored the in- 
teresting group he would have fared still 
worse. Truth to say, the office appears to 
be embarrassing, difficult and thankless. 

But there are two sides to the Presiden- 
tial wall. Some one has peeped over, and it 
is pleasant to know that the glimpse of the 
other side affords only satisfaction. We 
are told that Casimir-Perier rises at 8 
o'clock; that his demands upon his valet 
are light, so active is he in the matters of 
the toilet; that he hastens from his dressing 
room in order to pass a few minutes with 
his two boys, who are starting off to their 
school and can’t go without the accustomed 
kiss from their Presidential papa. Three 
hours of public duty follow. The dejeuner 
at noon is again an intimate hour in his 
family; rarely is a stranger invited to his 
table at this meal. After which come au- 
diences and especial receptions, and then 
off he goes for his constitutional. Then 
more work until dinner, after which an- 

other walk, this being often taken in the 

rounds of the Elysee with Mme. Casimir- 

erler and others of the family. 

The President is of a gay disposition, 
loves to laugh, loves the wines of his coun- 
try, not disdaining a good champagne. He 
doesn’t ignore the newspapers, but he un- 
derstands that little grievances must arise 
and that caricatures must be expected. 

The shopkeepers promise to keep things 
lively. N relating to the Third 
Empire 18 bejng rought out, and when 
the supply falls short the artisans fall to 
reproducing. The much-discussed landau 
of the Grand Prix was, however, not of the 
empire, but one used during the Presidency 
of MacMahon on the occasion of a visit to 
Paris of the Shah of Persia. But the har- 
ness was an exact reproduction of that of 
the last Emperor, supposed te be absolutely 
correct, as also the liveries of the footmen. 
The piqueur did not figure in the turnout 
because at the last moment he wag judged 
to be superfiuous by Casimir-Perier. 

Even at the opera, the President having 
accepted the invitation to be present at the 
first night of Verdi’s Othello,“ the direc- 
tors at once exhumed from their furniture 
store-room certain candelabra used in the 
time of Napoleon III. Thus people with 
the best intentions possible furnish a good 
many embarrassments for the President, 
since so many commenting paragraphs in 
the newspapers result.

Shot to Death by a Man He Had Repri- 
manded. 


NASHVIRLE, Tena., Nov. 15.—In revenge 
for failure to secure reappointment as Clerk 
and Master of the Chancery Court at Nash 
ville, Tenn., George K. Whitworth yester- 
day assassinated Jadge Andrew Allison in 
the Court House, usingashotgun. Hethen 
drew a revolver and fired two balls through: 
his own pody, with probably fatal effect.

none of his-customers had ever asked how 
much a loaf weighed. Numerous experi- 
ments during the last week or two have 
opened his eyes, for while some of the 
loaves that were weighed balanced the 
scales at twenty ounces, many of them 
weighed oniy fifteen ang sixteen ounces, 
and some weighed even less. 

“The result of these tests,“ said the gro- 
rer, “has driven away some of my oldest 
and best customers, who seemed to hold me 
a, for the dishonest tricks 
d the baker. Of course 1 had 
really nothing to do with the 
weight of the loaves, for I simply pay the 
baker $1 for every twenty-eight loaves I 
sell and make a legitimate profit by retail- 
ng at 5 cents a loaf. But when I begin to 

e my trade, in groceries as well as im 
read, and all because the wholesale baker 
whose product I handle does not make his 
loaves of uniform weight, I had to do some- 
thing to protect myself. Yesterday I 
Went to see the baker and told him that 
either he must give full weight or I should 
have to get my bread from another baker. 
He protested that all of his loaves were 
blocked out with machines and conse- 
quently could not vary, but this sort of ar- 
gument would not go down in the face of 
the facf that I had pe nally weighed 
many of his loaves and had seen with my 
own eyes that they did vary and vary 
greatly. The baker has promised to not 
only make loaves more uniform in future. 
but also to increase the weight, and I am 
going to keep a close watch over him and 
gee that he does not again get a chance to 
cheat my customers.”’ 

“But do you not think the wisest and 
Bafest plan would be to enact an ordinance 
that would regulate this matter by com- 
pelling all bakers to bake their loaves of 
uniform weight and sell their loaves by 
the pound instead of the loaf?’ asked 
the reporter. 

“Yes, I am heartily in favor of regulating 

the manufacture and sale of bread by 
law, and I know of no more important 
legislation that our Municipal Assembly 
could take up at the present than this sub- 
ject. The suggestion of the ‘‘Post-Dis- 
atch” that an ordinance be passed that all 
read shall be sold by avoirdupois weight 
and that the weight of each loaf as well 
as the baker's name and address be stamped 
on each loaf, I fully approve. This should 
be done at once, for it will be no hardship 
even to the honest bakers, and it will pro- 
tect the public from being imposed upon 
by the dishonest ones. Yes, let us have 
the ordinance by all means, and when we 
‘get it let our police authorities look to its 
“strict enforcement. I think, however, that 
there will be very little likelihood of any 
| er attempting to violate such an ordi- 
-Mance, for a penalty of a $10 fine for-every 
Violation and the confiscation of all short- 
weight loaves will be enough to keep the

Liggett & Myers to Have the Largest 
in the Werd.

The Liggett & Meyer Tobacco Co.'s plan 
to erect a series of factories, ware-houses 
and offices in one gigantic plant, as an- 
nounced im Wednesday’s. ‘‘Post-Dispatch,”’ 
is one of the most important s taken 
by any business concern in St. uis for 
years, It will involve the expenditure of 
over $1,000,000,necessitate, if the scheme is 
to be accom , the sanction of the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly,increase the already wide 
e of the com 's interests by the 
of an entirely new industry, the 
extraction of their own licorice m the 
root. increase the number of hands em- 
ployed by at least 500 and throw thousands 
upon thousands of dollars worth of val- 
— down-town real estate upon the mar- 
et. 
A plan involving such changes as have 
just been enumerated concerns not only 
the corporation which contemplates carry- 
ing it out, but is a matter of interest to the 
people of the city at 2 
After a great deal of difficulty owing to 
the size of the tract needed, the ents of 
the company have finally secu an Op- 
tion on a piece of property in the south- 
western portion of the city upon which if 
other conditions prove favorable they pro- 
pose to erect the most gigantic tobacco fac- 
tory in the world. This property consists 
of a great number of lots which have been 
cut up for building purposes, but which 
have have never found buyers, and covers 
a territory of twenty acres 


TOBACCO FACTORY. | 


It is bounded on the south by Folsom ave- 
nue, on the north by Park avenue, on the 
west by Manchester road and Tower Grove 
avenue and on the east by Lawrence ave- 
nue. It has a frontage of 2,400 feet of 
ground on Folsom avenue, 250 feet on Tow- 
er Grove avenue and 2,400 feet again on 
Park avenue, making a total frontage of 
4,800 feet on the two principal streets. 


FACILITIES ENJOYED. 
The property, which is accessible by four 
Street railway lines, is situated immediate- 
ly adjacent to the junction of the ‘Frisco 


and Missouri Pacific railroads, thus giv- 
ing excellent freight fucilities, and this was 
one of the principal motives which led the 
company to take the present step. Their 
different factories and ware-houses were 80 
scattered about the city that the appalling 
sum of $50,000 a year was spent for drayage 
alone. Wien the tremendous competition 
of the Eastern manufacturers, where their 
business was concentrated and with easy 
acess to transportation facilities, tie St. 
Louis concern found itself badly. handi- 
capped. 

For more than three years the officers of 
the company have been contemplating the 
present change and while the matter has 
been kept very quiet in St. Louis, both 
Cincinnati and Chicago have had their eyes 
wide open seeking to attract the establish- 
ment to themselves. President Wetmore 
states in both places his company has been 
offered land free as an inducement to 
them to move from St. Louis. He further 
adds, however, that neither he nor any of 
his business associates have any desire to 
leave the ¢citv where their interests have 
grown up and prospered, but before defi- 
nitely deciding this matter the officers 
have one favor to ask of the city and in 
their opinion it is but a just one. 

They ask that the city vacate the streets 
and alleys coming within the property 
which they desire to purchase. They claim 


that this is absolutely necessary for the 
consummation of their plans. They expect 
to run a triple railread track right through 
from one end of the property to the other; 
placing the buildings on either side of it. 
This they say is absolutely necessary. 
They hold that it is not for the value of 
the land that they want this concession, 
but merely to bind the property together 
so that every foot of available space may 
be used to the best advantage. 

The Municipal Assembly will be pet 
tioned immediately for this concession and 
if it is granted President Wetmore P pave 
dicts that within a week after the deci- 
sion is reached the spades will be dug into 
the ground. 

Now as to the buildings. There are to be 
in all fourteen of them and the entire 
plant of the mammoth manufacturing con- 
cern is to be accommodated. 


THE FACTORIES. 

There will be a denot which President 
Wetmore says will be called the “Star To- 
Station,” two factories, a licorice 
factory, Heorice warehouse, two tobacco 
warehouses, redrying house, sweat house, 
box factory. lumber yard, stemmer, power 
house and office. 

The factories and warehouses will be 
built of brick, four stories high with an 
elevated basement and so arranged that 
five more stories may be built on top of 
them. This is in view of the anticipated 
growth of the concern. The licorice plant 
is entirely new. Hitherte the extract. was 
purchased, while now the t will he 
bought and the extract made here by 
which means a new industry is added to 
rice root was ordered by the firm from 
rice root was ordered by he firm from 
Smyrna last week and the licorice factory 
will be the first building on which work 
will begin as they wish to utilize it for 
the coming cargo.

The company, so President Wetmore 
sta intends eventually to go into the 
manufacture of cigarettes on an extensive 
seaie, and when it is prepared to start in 
additional stories will be put on some of 
the buildings now im contemplation. 


Isaac S. Taylor is the architect who has 
been commissioned to draw the plans for 
the company and the cut presented te- 
day is from a photograph of his drawing 
of the plant as it will look when completed. 
His estimate of the cost is that it will be 
something over 31,000, 000. 


President M. C. Wetmore, when séen in 
regard to the proposed undertaking, said: 

“We found it absolutely necessary, in 
order to compete with Eastern concerns, 
to concentrate our different departments 
and get them as near as possible to the rail- 
roads. You see we have cstablishments 
at Thirteenth and St. Charles streets, one 
on Chestnut street, from ‘Nineteenth to 
Twentieth, another on Locust street, be- 
tween Twelfth and Thirteenth, another at 
Nineteenth and Pine, another place at 
Market and Jefferson, another at Randolph 
and Jefferson, the office at Washington av- 
enue and are using three warehouses be- 
longing to other people. The expense of 
drayage and rehandling was simply enor- 
mous. Perfect accommodations in regard 
to situation must be had, and the locality 
which we have decided upon is admirably 
adapted for this, as the continuous length 
furnished bv the proposed use of the un- 
important cross streets would enable the 
raw product to be run from its entrance 
to the shipping depot without break cr re- 
handling. and this arrangement is of the 
utmost importance 

“Although we have been strongly urged 
to leave St. Louis by both Chicago and 
Cincinnati, we do not desire to do so. Most 
of the gentlemen prominent in the firm are 
St. Louisans or Missourians. The business 
has grown up here and it will be better if 
we can remain here. However, we feel tnat 


the city should help us a little In our new 
project. I think anyone can understand 
the necessity for our having the streets 
and alleys within the limits of the prop- 
erty we desire to purchase and I feel sure 
that the Municipal Assembly will not feel 
dispose to throw any obstacle in our 
way toward the successful accomplishment 
of our ends. If everything goes right we 
shall have the largest plug tobacco man- 
ufacturing establishment in the world three 
times over—one of which we shall feel 
proud and of Which the city may feel 
proud—one to which visitors to the city 
may be taken with interest and profit.“ 

In connection with this great project it is 
an interesting commentary ‘on can 
institutions to note that Mr. Meyer, one 
of the largest stockholders in the firm, 
Col. Wetmore, the President, Mr. Charlie 
E. Halliwell, the Vice-President and some 
of the other officers of the corporation, ali 
began life as tobacco stemmers—at the very 
bottom grade. N a x 

A NIGHT SCHOOL. 

Another and distmettee feature of the 
new factory will be the establisnment of a 
nieht school, where all liberal branches 
will be taught the employes free of charge. 
President Wetmore states that this has 
been decided upon after deliberation, and 
that the company will defray all the ex- 
penses of running the night school. The 
loyalty of Liggett & Myer to the city of 
St. Louis in establishing permanently all 
their factories here is certainly commen- 
dable. President Wetmore states that sev - 
eral adjoining towns in Missouri and Illin- 
ois offered the company a large bonus to 
construct their new factories in their ter 
ritory, but his reply to all of them was 
that Liggett & Myer had made their 
money in St. Louis, and consequently feit 
that it was but right_to give her citizens 
the benefit that may accrue in the future 
from their increased tapital and trade.

Mr. charles H. Mekeel Given a Complete 
Exeneration in the United States Court. 


Mr. Charles H. Mekeel, who was placed un- 
der a cloud by the Government prosecuting 
officers on account of his dealings in can- 
celed stamps, was completely exonerated by 
Judge Priest ia the United States 
District Court Wednesday afternoon. 


Mr. Mekeel was indicted on the charge of 
conspiring with W. IL. Scott and ex- Post- 
master Baker of Shrewsbury to defraud the 
United states. When United States District 
Attorney Clopton announced that the Gov- 
ernment had submitted ail the evidence 
against Mr. Mekeel, Judge Priest directed 
the jury to withdraw. He then said that the 
Government had not fraud 
of any kind and that the al- 
leged acts were legitimate and 
lawful. Judge Priest then recalled the 
jury and instructed it to return a verdict of 
acquittal, which wasdone. The defense had 
many prominent citizens on hand to testify 
to Mr. Mekeel’s excellent character, but 
Judge Priest removed the necessity 
for any testimony for the defense. 
‘the alleged fraud consisted in the posting in 
Shrewsbury post-offiee of letters bearing 
Columbian postage stamps of the denomina- 
tion of $i, . „ and %. The 
object was to realize upon the Can- 
Ceied stamps, which sell at a premium. 
Fourth-class Postmasters are paid 100 per 
cent on their collections, and the business in 
Columhian stamps proved lucrative for the 
Shrewsbury Postmaster. It shouid be said 
in justice to Mr. Mekeel that in the light of 
Judge Priest’s decision he was very falsely 
accused of stamp frauds’’ last March when 
the Government first proceeded against him.
